_ The “big three” killers, heart 
disease, ‘cancer and stroke, in 
fiscal 1969 claimed the lives of 
19,501 persons in southern Illi- 
nois, the region falling within 
the responsibility of the | Bi- 
State Regional Medical Pro- 
gram. The figure includes 1,530 
in Madison County, today’s an- 
nouncement said. 

Federally - financed but _ re- 
gionally-governed, the progtam 
was established by Congress to 
influence patient care—particu- 
larly in the three diseases—in 
order to improve the -quality 
and availability of care and, if 
possible at the same time re- 
duce its cost. 

New figures for the year end- 
ing July 1969 represent a slight 
increase from last year's total 
of 19,458. The figures were ex- 
tracted for the region by Bi- 
State RMP from compilations 
of the Illinois Department of

“Despite the high tolls,” Dr.

96 Traffic Deaths 

Commenting on the compari- 
son between deaths from the 
three killer diseases and deaths 
from traffic accidents, Dr. 
Stoneman cited the situation jin 
Madison county as typical. In 
1969, this county had 938 deaths 
from heart disease, 362 from 
cancer and 230 from stroke. 
Traffic deaths in the same pe- 
riod totalled 96. 

The experience is similar for 
the other counties in this geo- 
graphical area. 

In the southern Illinois region 
as a whole, figures show that 
about 14 died of heart disease 
for each person killed in a traf- 
fice accident; more than five 


died from cancer and about 
four from stroke. 

Translated into percentages, 
this indicates that heart disease / 
accounted for 43.2% of the re- 
gion’s total deaths, cancer, 160%, 
and stroke 11.5%. 

Corresponding »percent aig e s 
for Madison County are 42.3% 
for heart disease, 16.39) for 
cancer and 10.4% for stroke, 

Dr. Stoneman noted the) wide 
variation in death rate per 
100,000 population, adding, that 
it suggested existence of |vari- 
able factors influencing the dis- 
ease. 

Low Death Rates Here 

In the 10 counties with the 
highest number of heart dis- 
ease deaths, estimated death 
rate was 1,127.1 per 100,000; in 
the 10 counties with the lowest 
heart mortality, there were 
only 283.5 deaths per 100,000.

Higher Board Cuts SIU-SW 
Capital Budget by 66% 


A $9.2 million capital improve- 
ment budget for Southern IIli- 
nois University - Southwestern 
campus, $20.9 million below the 
amount requested by the Board 
of Trustees, was recommended 
Tuesday by the Illinois Board of 
Higher Education. 

Funds totaling $277.6 million 
sought by four boards of trus- 
tees which govern 15 senior col- 
leges and universities in Illinois 
were slashed to $136 million for 
capital improvements next year 
by the Higher Education Board. 

A request for $28.8 million for 
Southern Illinois University-Car- 
bondale Campus was cut to $4.9 
million and the University of 
Illinois (Urbana) request for 
$58.2 million was reduced to $22 
million. 

In a press briefing late Mon- 
day, an official of the board's 
staff said, “The staff recom- 
mended only the most critically 
needed capital projects for fis- 
cal year 1972.” The fiscal year 
Starts July, 1, 1971. 

mit Enrollment 

In conjunction with the budg- 
et recommendations, the Board 
of Higher Education also pro- 
posed that Illinois’ public col- 
leges and universities set_max- 
imum student populations 
through 1976. 

The board's study committee 
recommended a maximum stu- 
dent’ enrollment of 17,500 at 
SIU - Southwestern! campus by 
1976, representing an increase 

only 3800 students over the 
1970 student body of 13,700. 

The committee's report 
cluded the desirable size, ca- 
pacity and growth rate for Illi- 
nois institutions of higher ed- 
ucation and recommended a re- 
evaluation of enrollment plan- 
ning levels in 1972. 

Recommended Limits 

The following figures show 
the 1970 enrollment and the rec- 
ommended 1976. limit for five 
state schools—University of Ili- 
nois (Urbana), 34,018 and 36, 
000; SIU-Carbondale campus, 
23,848 and 25,000; Eastern Illi- 
nois, 8,652 and 9,000; Illinois 
State (Normal), 17,549 and 19,000 
and SIU - Southwestern, 13,700 
17,500.

Bills proposing a state labor 
relations board for public em- 
ployes and for a minimum wage 
law in Illinois were among bills 
pre-filled in the Illinois legisla- 
ture this week. 

Under the proposed bills, the 
minimum wage for all workers 
in the state would be $1.60 an 
hour, while public employes 
would be granted the right to 
bargain collectively. 

Illinois does not now have

gaining units and for mediation 
of disputes.

State Spending Triples in Decade 


Expenditures by the Illinois 
state. government have more 
than tripled during the past de- 
cade, State Auditor of Public 
Accounts Michael J- Howlett 
said Wednesday 

“We were ‘appropriating less 
than $11 ‘billion a year for all 
state. government when I came 
into office in 1961, and we are 
spending about $5 billion this 
year,” Howlett, chief state fis- 
cal officer, said at a luncheon 


ment. But state and local gov- 
ernments are growing faster 
than federal government,” 
Howlett noted. 

“In my work as auditor of 
public accounts, 1 keep track 
of the state government's 
money coming and going. No 
money may be paid out of the 
state treasury without a war- 
rant from the auditor. 

“A warrant of the auditor is 
the same as a check, although 


only a part of the story. The 
legislature has given my office 
new duties during the last ten 
years, such as the withholding 
of group insurance premiums, 
union dues, savings bond pay- 
ments, Social, Security, em- 
ploye association dues, credit 
union payments, state income 
tax payments and United Fund 
contributions from the warrants 
of state employes. 

“When I began my adminis- 


Illinois. We license nearly one 
thousand cemeteries, which 
hold about $40 million in trust. 

“The legislature also has 
given my office responsibility 
for reimbursement to counties 
for a portion of probation offi- 
cers’ salaries; and of assistant 
states attorneys’ salaries . in 
counties where there are state 
institutions of higher learning, 
state penal institutions . and 
state mental health institutions.

Air Pollution Old Problem, 
Speaker Tells Rotarians 


In 61 AD, Senecca, a Roman 
statesman, complained about 
the problems of air pollution in 
the Senate of ancient Rome, 
according to Wendell E. Miller, 
Decatur, Ill., Director of En- 
vironmental Affairs. for the Illi- 
nois Power Co. at the Wednes- 
day noon meeting of the Madi- 
son Rotary Club in the Madison 
Recreation Center. 

“Autos account for 60% of 
the pollution today and public 
utilities about 14%, Miller said. 
“Smoke from stacks at utility 
plants are more on the public 
mind however, as they are 
more visible to everyone. The 
Illinois Power .Co. ‘has’ been 
using. mechanical _precipitators 
which dre about 85% effective 
against particles in the smoke. 
However they are spending $21 
million during the next three 
years on new 
equipment that will be 99% ef- 
fective against particulants in 
the smoke,"’ Miller said. 

Director Miller called atten- 
tion to new developments at 
the Wood River plant with the 
aid of slides enabling the Mad- 
ison Rotarians to view the anti- 
pollution improvements already 
in service at the Wood River 
plant, and the new equipment 
now being installed. 

“Although we face many 
types of environmental _prob- 
lems such as water pollution, 
noise and overcrowding, the 
Illingis Power Co. is concen- 
trating on improving the air

‘Big Deer' Contest Underway, 
Hunting Season at Half Mark 


With the deer kill approach- 
ing the 8,000 mark and half of 
both the shotgun and archery 
seasons — remaining, - hunters 
were reminded today of the 
“Big Deer” contest co-sponsored 
by the Illinois Department of 
Conservation and the Illinois 
Wildlife Federation. 

Jim Lockart, supervisor of 
the conservation department’s 
division of wildlife resources, 
said: “If you bag an outstand- 
ing animal, either buck or doé, 
enter it in the contest. Entry 
blanks can be obtained from 
your check station. 

“Remember, the state record 
deer is a 391-pound buck taken 
this season by an archer, Den- 
nis Speers, in Carroll County. 
It had eight points. If you bag 
anvanimal approaching this size, 
enter it,” Lockart advised. 

The archery season is on now 
until Dec. 7; then has a final 
opening of Dec. 13-31. Final 
half of the shotgun season is 
Dec. 11-13. 

Besides check stations, entry 
blanks for the “Big Deer” con- 
test may be obtained from the 
Illinois Wildlife Federation, 
13118 S. Western Ave., Blue 
Island, Ill.

Motorists Warned; Be Wary Of Bargain-Priced Tires 


Attorney General William J. 
Scott today warned Illinois mot- 
orists to be wary of, low-low- 
priced automobile tires. They 
may be dangerously substand- 
ard and unfit for highway use 

Scott said that many such 
tires which contain manuf: 
uring defects are usually 
marked ‘For Non - Highway 
Use” or “Farm Use Only”, but 
the Attorney General said that 
investigations by the National 
Highway Safety Bureau and oth- 
ers have found that some dis- 
tributors and tire dealers have 


buffed off the warning or res- 
triction markings on the walls 
of the tires. 

Scott said the Safety Bureau, 
which is part of the U.S. De- 
partment of Transportation, 
found that some. 185,000 tires 
manufactured in the last year 
were not certified by the manu- 
facturers because of some pro- 
duction defect. 

At the same time that he is- 
sued the general warning to the 
motoring public, Scott also 
warned sellers and distributors 
of the so-called “reject” tires 


that as of today they can be 
fined $1,000 for selling defec- 
tive tires for use on a pasenger 
car. 
Should be Stamped 

Scott, a member of President 
Nixon’s national Consumer Af- 
fairs Advisory Council, said that 
the Federal safety standards 
have now been amended to re- 
quire tire manufacturers to 
stamp rejected tires as unsafe 
for highway use and attach a 
cautionary tag to each deffec- 
tive tire. At the same time, tire 
dealers must now keep records 


on the sales of any tire to any 
customer. 

Assistant Attorney General 
George M. Schafer, chief of 
Scott's downstate Consumer 
Protection division, said he is 
checking a number of widely- 
scattered reports of defective 
tires being sold to young driv- 
ers and to used car dealers in 
Illinois. 

Schafer said he has been 
working closely with William R. 
Deutsch, executive director of 
the Illinois Petroleum Market- 
ers Association; Harry Bellmer, 


executive vice-president of the 
Illinois Automotive Wholesalers 
Association; and James E. An- 
derson, executive secretary | of 
the Illinois State Tire Dealers 
and Retreaders Association. 
Unsafe for Highway 

Schafer said all three trade 
associations had expressed con- 
cern that tires regarded as un- 
safe for highway use were be- 
ing sold—at prices ranging from 
$9 to $12—to consumers who be- 
lieved they were buying factory- 
certified tires at bargain base- 
ment prices. 

It is known, Attorney General 
Scott said, that a considerable 
number of “reject” tires have 
found their way to the retail 


market and have been installed 
on passenger cars, but due to 
the absence of specific sales 
records it is unlikely the defec- 
tive tires can be traced. 

Scott said the new Federal 
standards requiring such rec- 
ords, plus the threat of a $1,000 
fine, should reduce ‘the threat 

tire sales to an abso-

Chicago Official Charges 


State Delay o

Aides to Gov. Richard B. 
Ogilvie caused irreparable 
damage by delaying statewide 
airport construction and im- 
provement program totaling an 
estimated $14 million, a top 
municipal aviation administra- 
tor has charged. 

William E. Downes Jr., Chi 
cago's aviation commissioner 
with jurisdiction over O'Hare, 
Midway and Meigs airfields, 
forcefully contended this week 
that members. of the. governor's 
staff and bureau of the budget 
perpetrated “flagrant, unfair, 
and unconscionable” deeds of 
misgovernment upon [the city 
of Chicago. 

Downes blasted the Republi- 
can administration for dilatory 
tactics in releasing state funds 
necessary for securing federal- 
ly allocated monies during the 
1970 construction season 

He said Chicago was “forced 
to deter local funds, originally 
earmarked for construction of a 
new terminal building, in order 
to get federal dollars, and even 
these applications involving no 
state money were not adequate- 
ly processed by the state's of- 
ficial clearing house. 

Set 30-Day Limit 

A federal circular setting up 
the state clearing house earlier 
this year established a 30-day 
limit for consideration of ail 
airport projects requesting fed- 
eral help. 

Downes said numerous ap- 
plication forms sent to the gov- 
ernor’s office were completely 
ignored for several crucial 
months during the last building 
season. 

George N. Kirk, manager of 
the Quad-City airport in Mo- 
line, said it took state clearing 
house officials more than four 
months to process federal 
matching fund projects for his 
airport. 

The governor's aides who ad- 
mit the delay now claim they 
have the situation well in hand.

Madison County 
Attorneys Favor 
New Constitution 


Madison county attorneys re- 
sponding to a mail poll, on ap- 
proval or disapproval of the 
proposed new Illinois Constitu- 
tion voted 46 to 24 in favor, but 
balloted 40 to 33 against the 
provision that would abolish the 
death penalty. 

The poll was taken by the 
Madison’ County Bar Associa- 
tion which mailed ballots to 
179 practicing attorneys in all 
parts of the county, including 
those attorneys who are not 
members of the bar associa- 
tion. Seventy-four ballots were 
returned. 

Forty-five of those voting fa- 
vored Provision 2A providing 
for election of judges, while 26 
voted in favor of Provision 2B 
which provides for appointment 
of judges. 

The largest majority vote 49 
in favor to 25 against was cast 
on the Constitutional provision 
for lowering the voting age to 
18. 

On Provision 1B providing 
single member legislative dis- 
tricts, 46 of the voting attorneys 
approved, while 27 favored Pro- | 
vision 1A providing for the cu: | 
mulative system of voting.

Issue of Noise Pollution Receiving 
Growing Public Attention 


Noise causes indigestion, high 
plood pressure, a nervous break- 
down, heart failure, insanity— 
even the rising divorce rate and 
social conflict. True or false? 

Not true, according to a study 
by the Family Economics Bu- 
reau. There is no conclusive 
evidence that moderate noise, 
normally encountered in every- 
day life, produces any physio- 
logical effects on most people, 
it is contended. But excessive 
noise can be a problem. 

Noise — commonly defined as 
any sound unwanted by the per- 
son hearing it—affects people in 
two ways. One is loss of or 
damaged hearing; the other is 
annoyance — from mild irrita- 
ton to complete exasperation. 

Decibel Scale 

The most common yardstick 
for measuring noise is the deci- 
bel scale, which is an expres- 
sion of the sound pressure on 
the ear. The scale begins at 
zero, which is the weakest 
‘sound that can be picked up by 
‘a healthy ear. Excessive noise, 
over a continued period of time, 
can cause a deterioration of 
the cells which transmit sound 
from the to the brain. 

The Family; Economics Bu- 
reau found there is no univer- 
sally-accepted criterion of what 
constitutes excessive noise. It is 
cirrently believed, however, 
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Mistletoe balls, candy canes, 
Noel lamps, spirals and

ous noise louder than 90 deci- 
bels will in time produce some 
hearing loss. 

The louder the noise is over 
90, the faster it will damage 
the ear, and the worse the 
damage will be. 

At least half of the industrial 
workers in the United States 
risk damaged hearing, esti- 
mates the Stanford Research 
Institute. Audiometric studies 
have shown that noise-exposed 
factory workers usually have 
poorer hearing than do employ- 
ees who. work in a relatively 
quiet atmosphere. 

The World Health Organiza- 
tion estimates that industrial 
noise alone costs the United 
States more than $4 billion an- 
nually—in accidents, absentee- 
ism, inefficiency and compen- 
sation claims. Industries where 
there are risks include iron and 
steel making, motor vehicle 
production, textile and paper 
manufacturing, printing and 
publishing and heavy construc- 
tion. 

Annoyance Factor 

Annoyance is a very personal 
matter and people differ great- 
ly in their sensitivity to noise. 

Noises made by neighbors 
and their dogs tend to be more 
annoying than the same noises 
made by members of a_per- 
son's own household. People of- 
ten react as if the noise is an 
invasion on their privacy. 

Even moderate noise is ca- 
pable of preventing sleep, in- 
ducing stress and interfering 


with concentration, communica- 
tion and recreation.eThe human 
costs in sleepless nights, fam- 
ily squabbles.and mental an- 
guish are beyond measure. 

Banging garbage cans, air 
conditioners operating at all 
hours during warm weather and 
power mowers that shatter the 
peace of a summer Sunday 
morning have become a way of 
life in urban America. 

The stillness of new-fallen 
snow is cut by the roar of 
snowmobiles and snowblowers. 
Even isolated vacation retreats 
have their solitude broken ‘by 
speedboats. 

Modern dwellings with their 
light - weight construction pro- 
vide very little protection from 
the noise bombardment from 
jet aircraft, traffic on streets 
and highways and other outside 
sources. 

People walking and dropping 
shoes overhead and blaring ra- 
dios and TVs penerate the pa- 
per-thin walls and floors of 
apartment houses. Construction 
workers create daily bedlam 
with jackhammers, air com 
pressors, earth-movers and oth- 
er mechanical monsters. 

Level Has Doubled 


The level of everyday noise 
to which the average American 
is exposed has doubled in the 
last 10 years, 

The din is continuing to mount, 
and there is no way to get out 
of it. The human ear, unlike the 
eye, has no lids and cannot be 
turned off, even in sleep.

new evil — it bothered Julius 
Caesar. But until recently little 
has been done to combat it. 

The din has increased every 
year, and people have just 
adapted to it, not realizing its 
effect, physically and emotion- 
ally. Perhaps if it made the 
ears bleed, more might have 
been done about it. 

Not until the American public 
faced the prospect of a super- 
sonic transport that might leave 


plaster - cracking sound in its 
wake did it begin to realize the 
implications of noise pollution. 
Alexander Cohen, the U.S. 
Public Health Service’s top 
noise expert, feels the sonic 
boom may be a hidden blessing 
because it made the public 
aware of the enormity of the 
problem.

Airport Regulatoins 

Some airports have issued op- 
erating. regulations and proce- 
dures designed to keep noise 
from jet planes within tolerable 
nighttime hours. 

The Walsh-Healy Act, passed 
in 1936 but never strictly en- 
forced, contains a limit of 90 
decibels for an eight-hour dura- 
tion per day. But this Act ap- 
plies only ‘to industries, and 
then only to those with govern- 
ment contracts in excess | of 
$10,000. 

Approval of FHA loans for 
new home construction within 
the area of airport runways and 
flight patterns requires that the 
sound level at a homesite |be 
less than 100 decibels. The Fed- 
eral Aviation Agency will tell 
anyone who asks how much’ of 
an aircraft-noise problem |he 
will run into at a given address. 

Virtually all man-made noises 
can be suppressed. The technol- 
ogy exists to subdue the noise 
of machines and motors. 

Some problems, such as the 
roar of the New York subway 
or thin apartment walls, would 
cost vast sums of money to cor- 
rect now. But many irritating 
noises can be reduced at neg- 
ligible cost with muffling de- 
vices. 

Await National Support 

Noise from present - day 
sources can be controlled, but 
there must be public support 
for these controls. Legislation in 
a few scattered places is not 
enough. Quiet products must 
have a national market. 

But Americans have come to 
associate noise with power and 
seem to delight in both. Efforts 
to market a quieter vacuum 
cleaner failed because thé con- 
sumer felt that with no noise 
there was no power, the bureau 
relates. 

Many of the annoying noises 
in-our lives can be reduced at 
no cost at all. Greater respect 
for the comfort and well-being 
of neighbors, especially during 
the “quiet hours,” is perhaps 
the key to greatest progress. 

Although noise is generally 
undesirable, a complete lack of 
sound is just as bad. Unusual 
silence or unusual sounds have 
served an important purpose in 
man’s ‘history, cautioning him 
to beware of dangers in his en- 
vironment. 

The world of the deaf is haz- 
ardous, to say nothing of being 
dull, 

The public is finally realizing 
that noise is not the inevitable 
price of progress. Noise pallu- 
tion, like air and water pollu- 
tion, can be controlled, the |bu- 
reau concludes.

Make Traveling Fun 
With Safety Game 


You can keep your children 
occupied and happy during hol- 
iday travels with a game of 
counting safety symbols, 


Make a list of safety signs 
to look for and assign certain 
point values to each symbol. 
Lower point values go the 
more common signs. Possible 
combinations include: reflec- 
torized lane markings—2, _re- 
inforced guard rails—1, reflec- 
torized markings on guard rails 

temporary Jane markings 


Special signs’ to look for 
might be: stop—1, yield—I, de- 
tour—2, falling rock zone — 1, 
slow vehicles use right lane— 
2 and trucks use low gears—2, 

A few simple rules will give 
order to the game. All players 
must see each obsérved sym- 
bol. Once used, a symbol can’t 
be counted again until the next 
game, And no shouting out of 
symbols, 

Give double points when a 
player observes and_ identifies 
damaged symbols. These might 
include signs defaced by bul- 
let holes, bent as the result of 
an accident or hard to read be- 
cause of dirt, rust or poor 
maintenance, 

Place a time or mile limit on 
each game. Break ties with a 
sudden death playoff—the first 
tied player to observe any 
safety symbol after the 
has run out wins the game.

Buying Children’s Books 

‘You can count on. books as 
gifts to provide a refreshing 
change of pace from a child’s 
usual Christmas toy deluge. 
But selecting a good book for 
a child can be a difficult task. 
You might follow. these tips: 

Look for an attractive book. 
A young child’ needs a book 
with many pictures and few 
words. As the child grows old- 
er, the book can have more 
printing and less vivid smaller 
pictures, 

Choose an interesting and 
convenient sized-book. Size in- 
trigues a child, sé buy unusual 
and varied sizes. Select a cloth 
book for a young child and pro- 
gress to hard - bound } books 
when he's old enough to learn 
respect for them 

Relate the book's content to 
the child's experiences and un- 
derstanding. A child enjoys 
books about things he knows— 
friendly animals and _ their 
young. everyday living or chil- 
dren who speak and act as he 
does. Tie a book subject to a 
recent experience if possible. 
Since young children like repe- 
tition “and sing-song rhythmn, 
books of poetry make appeal- 
ing gifts, 

Select books that _ present 
something new to think .about. 
A book should arouse curiosity 
and create an appetite for 
more, but don't select books 
that are too advanced. Short 
descriptions, explanations, and 
stories satisfy a child. 

Gear the book to the child's 
age. Children’s books usually 
have a statement such as 
“ages two to five” or carry a 
code number to indicate age 
level. Keep in mind that this 
is merely a guide since chil- 
dren mature at different rates.

State operating costs. have 
been cut by nearly $1.5 million 
in Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie’s 
cost reduction program, accord- 
ing to Budget Director John W.

The antipollution’ act passed 
by the Illinois General Assem- 
bly in 1970 sets up three dif- 
ferent agencies directly under 
the Governor. These agencies 
control — municipal, industrial, 
and rural. 

Pollution Control Board. This 
five-man board appointed by 
the governor is charged with 
the responsibility of establish- 
ing all rules, standards, and 
regulations * governing air, 
water, land, and noise pollu- 
tion. 

It also acts as a quasi-j 
dicial body to judge complaints 
brought against alleged viola- 
tors. 

Any regulations developed to 
govern the handling and dis- 
posal of livestock manure must 
be approved by this board. 
Also, complaints against violat 
ors will be considered and 
judged by this board. 

Environmental protection 
Agency. This is the surveillance 
and enforcement afm of the 
antipollution program. This 
agency is to administer and 
police the standards set by the 
Pollution Control Board. The 
chief of this division is C. W. 
Klassen, state office, Spring- 
field. 

There are seven regional of- 
fices in this division. One re- 
gional office is in Collinsville. 

When required, applications 
for a permit to operate some 
livestock facilities will be sub- 
mitted to this agency for ap- 
proval of the waste-handling 
methods.

Institute For Environmental 
Quality. 

This institute is responsible 
for investigating practical prob- 
lems and implementing studies 
and programs concerned with 
the problems of environmental 
protection. 

The institute will not do bi 
research, but will cooperate 
with other state and federal re- 
search agencies. It will collect 
and process all relevant data. 
An annual conference will be 
held to evaluate the progress, 
or lack of it, in achieving, the 
environmental goals previously 
set 

Currently, the Pollution Con- 
trol Board is active, but no new 
regulations have been passed 
yet. Until new regulations are 
developed and passed, all exist- 
ing laws will be in effect. 

The Environmental « Protec- 
tion Agency is presently work 
ing on a draft of regulations 
for livestock waste-treatment 
facilities.The University of Illi- 
nois - Extension Service has 
been cooperating in the dével- 
opment of these proposed rec- 
ommendations. These will) be 
submitted to the Pollution 
Board which will hold public 
hearings throughout the state 
so that all interested’ persons 
will have an opportunity to 
voice their opinions, The board 
will then adopt final rules and 
regulations which will be | en- 
forced by the Environmental 
Protection Agency.

Fewer Traffic Deaths 
Thus Far This Year . 


Ten per cent fewer traffic 
deaths were reported during 
the first 10 months this year 
than in the same period of 
1969, according to Public Works 
Director William F. Cellini. 
Cellini credits the Governor's 
Traffic Safety Coordinating 
Committee, which emphasizes 
driver education programs, as 
a major factor in the overall 
reduction. 

Other projects in the safety 
program are concerned with 
evaluation of motor vehicle 
laws, studies of the influence of 
alcohol on traffic accidents, 
highway design, pedestrian and 
bicycle safety, traffic control 
devices, identification of acci- 
dent locations, inventory of 
highway safety features, emer- 
gency medical services and po- 
lice training. 

Cellini said approximately 
$8,460,000 in federal funds, 
matched by state funds for 
state projects or local funds 
for local projects, have been 
earmarked to date for traffic 
safety projects in Illinois and 
that an additional $3,419,000 has 
been added for the. coming 
year.

Christians Observing Advent Season 


What is Advent? 

If your family observes this 
season, one all too little known 
in America, you've discovered 
a lovely, leisurely four-week 
adventure toward the true 
Christmas. 

Here's a national antidote to 
frenzied Decémber commercial- 
ism, a good way to bring your 
family together in new warmth 
and closeness and a time of 
calm and happy anticipation 
for young and old. 

Advent, quite simply, is to 
Christmas as Lent is to Easter 
—a specific time for spiritual 
preparation. The word means 
“coming,” a happy, expectant 
word: 

Even the smallest child in the 
family will enjoy waiting -for 
the Baby Jesus to come, bring- 
ing Christmas once again to 
our tired world 

Advent season begins four 
Sundays before Christmas Day. 
The date, which was Nov. 29 
this year, is celebrated in many 
parts of the world as New 
Year's Day on the Christian 
calendar. 

Although this delightful holy 
season has been throughout 
Christendom since at least the 
Sixth Century, Advent somehow 
managed to skip America. 

When early American settlers 


overrode vigorous Puritan ob- 
jections and established the 
Christmas tree and other Yule 
customs in the colonies, Advent 
customs somehow got left out. 

During the past two decades, 
however, the Advent phenome- 
non has begun to sweep the 
country. Americans, eager to 
put Christ into Christmas once 
again, have begun to’ adopt 
many of the ancient Advent 
customs from other lands. 

The season belongs to Chris- 
tians of all countries and every 
denomination, its significance 
shared by homes and churches 
of all Christ-following persua- 
sions. 

How can a family observe 
Advent? 

Make an Advent wreath. 
You'll need just three ingre- 
dients: evergreens, to repre- 
sent undying faith; the circle, 
to symbolize eternity; and four 
candles, one for each Sunday, 
to signify Christ, the Light of 
the world. 4 

Evergreens of any sort at- 
tached to a simple wreath 
shape, with four candles placed 
equidistant within the circle, 
comprise an Advent wreath.

Check Toys Carefully, 
Be Sure They’re Safe 


Take time to think of safe- 
ty when selecting Christmas 
toys. Unhurried Consideration 
can help you avoid playthings 
that could- bring tragedy into 
your home because of faulty 
design or manufacture, im- 
proper labeling, unclear in- 
structions or misleading ad- 
vertising. Follow these guide- 
lines for selecting toys: 

Check age recommendations 
to help you match the com- 
plexity of the toy to the ma- 
turity of the child, 

Know the capabilities of the 
child for whom the toy is in- 
tended, But remember that 
younger brothers and_ sisters 
who can’t read warnings or in- 
structions are also likely to 
play with the toys, 

Patronize established stores 
having reputations for quality 
merchandise. 

Select toys bearing the names 
of manufacturers who have de- 
monstrated safety conscious- 
ness in the design and quality 
of their products. 

Carefully inspect -toys for 
cutting, piercing and other haz- 
ards. A child may not use a toy 
as the designer intends, so look 
for failsafe properties. Buy 
toys made of sturdy, non- 
breakable materials, Polypro- 
pylene and polyethylene, for 
example, are two excellent 
plastics for use in toys. 

And be prepared to supervise 
the play activities of your chil- 
dren, especially if they're us- 
ing cooking and melting-mold- 
ing electrical toys or items 
such as slingshots or boom- 
erangs that require some skill 
and practice

Combatting TV Oversell 


Each year at this time, chil- 
dren receive a not-so-subtle 
brainwashing from toymakers 
advertising on television, 

The programs on Saturday 
morning, and any other time 
children are likely to be watch- 
ing, include lavish advertise- 
ments that whet a child’s pre~ 
Christmas appetite for dolls, 
race sets and’ other expensive 
toys. 


The advertisers know what 
they’re doing.’ They’ve studied 
children and know the best way 
to create desire in a youngster. 
For instance, you'll notice that 
a few toys are advertised .re- 
peatedly, making the child 
feel he just can’t get along 
without them, 


If your child clamors for ex- 
pensive toys he’s seen on tele- 
vision, meet the problem head- 
on. Listen to what he wants, 
then check on the toy yourself, 
either in the catalog or store. 
Evaluate each toy according to 
its safety, cost and suitability 
for your child. 

If a toy doesn’t meet any 
one of these requirements, then 

's best to sit down with your 
‘child and explain why he 
shouldn’t expect that particular 
item. Although this may be dif- 
ficult, it’s better than allowing 
him to eagerly anticipate some- 
thing he won't receive, 

You'll find it easy to steer 
some children toward a gift you 
already have on your list, Offer 
an older child the alternative of 
saving his money to purchase 
the toy. This tactic can help to 
teach him the. value’ of money. 


Accidental Poisonings 
Threaten Children 


Of the estimated 600,000 acci- 
dental poisonings involving 
American youngsters this year, 
about 1800 will result in needless 
loss of life. In addition, thou- 
sands of children will be dis- 
abled and require long-term 
medical care. 

The Illinois Department of 
Public Health reports that 7854 
accidental poisonings of children 
less than 13 years old occurred 
during the period from Jan, 1 to 
Aug. 31 of this year. More than 
95% of these incidents involved 
children of preschool age, and 
practically all of them could 
have been prevented. 

Internal medicines, in tablet 
form, accounted for over half of 
the accidents. And while it 
sounds unlikely, it's true that 
aspirin caused most of the tab- 
let_poisonings. 

The curiosity of preschoolers 
makes them especially suscep- 
tible to accidents of this type. 
And whenever you combine a 
child’s curiosity with an adult's 
carelessness, accidental -poison- 
ings may result. 

Children benefit from much of 
their curiosity and many of 
their explorations in the home. 
Therefore the sensible approach 
to preventing accidental poison- 
ing tragedies should be one that 
requires more caution from 
adults in their own use of toxic 
agents, 

Here are some suggestions for 
homemakers to follow: 

Keep medicines out of reach 
and out of the sight of young 
children. 

Store medicines in closed 
cabinets or chests that cannot 
be opened by the very young. 

Don’t refer to medicines, such 
as flavored aspirin, as ‘‘candy.”” 

‘Always keep medications and 
household products properly la- 
beled and in their original con- 
tainers, H 

Since children often imitate 
adults, avoid taking medicines 
inthe presence of children. 

Keep toxic ‘household prod- 
ucts, such as cleaning fluids, 
kerosene, lye, insecticides and 
detergents out of the reach of 
children. 

Store food products separate 
from household items. 

When medications are pre- 
scribed for children, follow the 


doctor’s directions, and always 
supervise the taking of medi- 
cines, 

Don’t use lead-base paint on 
toys, cribs, playpens and other 
objects children use. 

Clean medicine cabinets or 
chests regularly, safely dispos- 
ing of unused or old medicines. 

In the event ‘that accidental 

E poisoning does occur, know how 
to react. Information concern- 
ing such emergencies can be 
obtained from physicians or 
local hospitals,

Even the wire news services 
followed different language 
paths until 1960, when The As- 
sociated Press and United Press 
International called a truce long 
enough to prepare and adopt a 
style which both follow. 

Many people devoted many 
hours to the task, but it was 
worth it because the time saved 
in pointless newscopy revisions 
can now be devoted to more 
important tasks, like obtaining 
and relaying news. 

The Press-Record a_ short 
time ago changed to a similar 
style from its partly “up’’ and 
partly “down” style of the past 
It was a good style, but a bit 
hard to define. 

Among the more 
changes is that the former 
“avenue” and “street” are now 
“Ave.” and “St.” Our son is 
now William Jr., whereas, as 
far as Press-Record ‘articles 
were concerned, until this fall 
he was ‘William jr.” 

Here are a few other style 
elements conforming to those of 
the news service: 

Titles used before names 
are abbreviated as Mr., 
Mrs., Dr., Prof., Sen., Rep., 
Asst., Lt. Gov., Supt., Atty. 
Gen., State’s Atty. 

The ‘first mention of organi- 
zations, firms and agencies is 
spelled’ out; an exception is 
AFL-CIO, which is considered 
easily identifiable. 

When abbreviating states used 
after the name of a city, none 
of six letters or less abbre- 
viated except Texas. 

Christmas is never abbrevi- 
ated, nor are guaranteed annual 
wage, port, association, point,

In the Navy and Coast Guard,

Air Force commissioned offi- 
cers are abbreviated the same 
as the Army.

2.C., Airman 3.C, and Airman. 

The Air Force also may des- 
ignate certain other descrip: 
tions as radarman, navigator, 
etc., but these are not abbrevi 
ated. The Navy has numerous 
ratings, such as machinist or 
torpedoman, and they are not 
abbreviated. 

The Army, Coast Guard and 
Marines describe such person- 
nel by specific duty in addition , 
to rank.

The long-expected “financial 
crisis” in higher education has 
truck with such force this year 
that college administrators can 
scarcely find words strong 
enough to describe it 

“The Day of Judgment is 
upon us,” says one. “It is here 
—now.” 

Another says the money short- 
ge is so grave that it outranks 
student dissent as the main 
problem of the 1970s. 

‘The situation is acute be- 
cause several factors have 
come together at the same 
time. 

Inflation, soaring educa- 
tional costs, declining stock 
prices, lagging federal aid, 
public hostility to increased 
state support—all have com- 
bined to put a tremendous 
drain on institutional budg- 
ets, especially those of pri- 
vate colleges. 

At least a score of col- 
leges have closed in the past 
year or so, and many others 
report substantial operating 
deficits. 

With tuition rising almost 
everywhere, small private col- 
leges seem to be in particular 
danger of pricing themselves 
out of business. 

Admissions people report an 
accelerating shift of enrollments 
from such institutions to state 
universities and «to low-cost 
community colleges close to stu- 
dents’ homes. 

A growing number of private

have had to seek 
state support to supplement 
their income from private 
sources. 

And at the established public 
institutions, officials say that 
the rise of state aid in recent 
years has not kept pace with 
their expanding needs 

Academic economists have 
been warning for a long time 
that higher education’s fiscal 
health will depend increasingly 
on the amount money it re- 
ceives from the federal govern- 
ment. 

But the growth of federal sup- 
port, which averaged about 24%, 
a year in the mid-sixties, has 
slowed considerably, a govern- 
ment agency reports. 

Congressional appropriations 
for higher education in fis 
1971 are up about $180 mill 
despite a presidential veto, but 
even that sum falls short of 
previous gains. 

“We have to have that federal 
money,” says a college official 
in the Midwest. ‘We've had a 
lot of promises, but not a lot of 
action.”

Anticipating another year of 
trouble on the campuses, groups 
of college presidents and other 
administrators held several 
meetings to share ideas on how 
to minimize disorders and re- 
spond to students’ grievances. 
Even as the presidents met, 
however, student leaders made 
clear that the war in Southeast 


Asia — more than any particu- 
lar campus issue—remained at 
the heart of their discontent. 

At the annual congress of the 
U. S. National Student Associa- 
tion, delegates from about 280 
institutions resolved to oppose 
the war with the “most concert- 
ed and dedicated effort’? in 
NSA history. 

The students-said they would 
commit themselves to ‘massive 
non-violent action,” including 
widespread civil disobedience, 
if the war did not end by next 
May. 

The view that the war and 
other “‘non-campus’’ matters 
are the chief reasons for cam- 
pus turmoil was stressed by 
two special advisers to Presi- 
dent Nixon and by many from 
the colleges who testified be- 
fore a presidential commission 
on campus unrest. 

But Mr, Nixon said it was 
“very shortsighted to blame the 
government for the problems 
of the universities.” ~ 

No matter what the govern- 
ment does, he suggested, edu- 
cational issues will persist as 
a cause of student dissatisfac- 
tion. 

Meanwhile, there is some new 
evidence that—despite attempts 
by many colleges to give stu- 
dents more of a say in academic 
government — most institutions 
have yet to put students in a 
formai position to influence ma- 
jor policy decisions. 

‘A study involving 875 institu- 


tions has shown that, in most 
cases, students are still’ not al- 
lowed to participate on fadulty 
executive committees or boards 
of trustees 

One consequence of a tight 
academic job market this year 
may be added strength for] the 
faculty union movement. | As 
leaders see it, when college 
teachers cannot improve their 
situation by changing  institu- 
tions, they become more mili- 
tant where they are. 

Officials of the American 
Federation of Teachers expect 
50 college locals to seek ¢on- 
tracts. 

The assumption that col- 
leges vary widely according 
to their region or type of 
control has been chailenged 
in a study for the Carnegie 
Commission on Higher Edu- 
cation. 

Academic specialization and 
an emphasis on more advanced 
degrees are making institutions 
“more like each other than was 
true in the past,” said the 
study’s author. 

The refusal of a regional ac- 
crediting agency to consider a 
proprietary, profit-making col- 
lege for membership has been 
sustained by the U, S. Court of 
Appeals. 

It reversed a lower court's 
ruling that the refusal violated 
antitrust laws,

Can Withhold Taxes from Pension 


° (Internal Revenue Service) 


Q) How do I go about hav- 
ing taxes taken out of my 
company pension? 

I just read that a retired 
person could now do that 
and avoid making estimated 
tax payments. 

A) A special form has been 
prepared which retired persons 
may use to request that’ federal 
income tax be withheld from 
a pension or annuity. 

This is Form. W-4P, Annui- 
tants Request for Federal Tax 
Withholding, and is now avail- 
able at IRS offices. The tax 
withholding cannot begin before 
next January but a form author- 
izing withholding should be filed 
now with the company that pays 
your pension or annuity. 

Amounts withheld must be at 
least ‘$5 a month and in whole- 
dollar amounts. The withholding 
cannot reduce any annuity pay- 
ment less than $10. Social 
Security benefits and other tax 
free pensions ‘are not subject to 
withholding. 

Q) Our oldest daughter is 
getting married in Decem- 
ber. Will this mean we will 
lose our exemption for her 
even though we supported 
her practically all year? 

A) Your daughter's marriage 
will not. automatically -disqual- 
ify her as your dependent this 
year. If your daughter does not 
file a joint return with her 
husband you may claim her 
‘exemption as long as the other 
dependency tests are met. 

Q Do I declare as income 
the property I inherited 
from my father? 

A) No, the value of an in- 
heritance does not have to be 
reported for income tax pur- 
poses. However, if you make 
any profit on the sale of the 
property at a later date, this 
gain will be taxable. Be sure 
to keep good records so that 
any profit can be accurately 
reported. 

Q) Can I deduct losses on 
my farm operations this 
year from my other in- 
come? I have a part-time 
job. 


A) Yes, farm losses can be 
deducted from other income if 
you are engaged in farming 
for profit. However, special 
rules apply if you are a cash 
basis farmer with nonfarm ad- 
justed gross income over $50,- 
000 and a farm net loss in ex- 
cess of $25,000. 

Q) I never took out citi- 
zenship papers and now plan 
to go back to my own coun- 
try. To get my sailing per- 
mit do I have to pay tax on 
this year’s income? 

A) Yes, aliens generally have 
to show they have satisfied all 
their U.S. tax liabilities before 
they can leave the country. 

To obtain information on what 
forms must be completed before 
you leave the country contact 
your IRS district office. They 
can explain the things you have 
to. do and will help you settle 
your tax obligations. 

Q Our second child was 
born in September. Does 
that mean I get a $650 ex- 
emption for him? 

A) No, the amount allowed 
for personal exemptions on in- 
come tax returns for the 1970 
tax year is $625. 

For withholding purposes, ex- 
emptions were $600 for the first 
half of 1970 and are $650 for 
the second half of°’the year. 

Exemptions are not prorated , 
so you are entitled to the full 
$625 no matter when in the 
year your child was’ born. 

Q) Can you count gro- 
ceries given to a church 
Thanksgiving benefit as a 
charitable contribution? 

A) Yes, food, clothing and 
other items given to a charita- 
ble organization are deductible 
contributions. 

Use the fair market value of 
the items to determine the 
amount of the deduction. 

Note that food or clothing 
given to an individual is not a 
charitable contribution under 
our tax laws. 

Only when the gift goes to a 
qualified charitable or other tax 
exempt group is the contribu- 
tion a tax deduction.

Winter Driving Advice 
Noted by Chief Veizer 


You need traction to go in 
rain, sleet or snow, Granite City 
Chief of Police Ronald J. Veiz- 
er observed today. 

“When we want the best pos- 
sible traction aids for our emer- 
gency vehicles and for pre- 
vailing conditions, we refer 
back to tests conducted over 
the years by the National Saft 
ty Council’s Committee on Win- 
ter Driving Hazards.”

For stopping on ice, conven- 
tional snow tires were found to 
offer ‘no. advantage. Studded 
snow tires produced a 19% im- 
provement; reinforced ‘tire 
chains a 50% improvement over 
regular tires. 
Loose Snow 

On loose snow, however, con 
ventional snow tires were found 
to be 13% better “than regular 
tires; tire chains 
were 37% 

For getting started and for 
keeping moving, tests disclosed 
that conventional. snow tires 
provided only a small improv 
ment on glare ice (28%). 
Studded, tires developed about 
three times the pull; reinforced 
tire chains about seven times 
the pull of regular tires on ice. 

On loosely packed snow, con- 
ventional snow tires. provided 
half-again as much pull; rein- 
forced tire chains about four 
times the pull of regular tires. 

Chief Veizer also pointed out 
the: importance of ‘‘cornering 
the ability to maintain leering. 
Being able to round a curve 
without having your wheels 
slide out from under you is a 

slick-road problem. 

‘ording to the men who 
drive the winter test courses, 
traction aids (snow tires, studs 
and chains) are of little advan 
tage in’ maintaining steering un; 
less they’re used on all four 
wheels—on the fronts as well 
as the rear wheels.

“What,” you say, ‘‘a totém 
pole in Illinois?” Yes, the pole 
stands more than 83 feet tall 
and.has a wingspan of I7 feet 
on the top. 

The pole was carved by|a 
19-year-old college art student, 
from a redwood log imported 
from -the Pacific’ northwest 
home of the rest of the Totem 
Poles.

Reapportionment of Madison 
county into -29 districts on a 
population basis is nearing 
completion by the Legislative 
Committee of the Madison 
County Board of Supervisors, 
it was announced by Harry 
Briggs, Nameoki Township su- 
pervisor and committee chair- 
man. 

He said boundaries have been 
set for 26 of the 29 districts, 
the maximum permitted under 
the new state reapportionment 
state governing county boards.

Tree Roses 

Tree roses require 
wrapping to save the 
top from winter kill. 

Tree roses with turbans can 
easily survive the St. Louis 
area’ climate unless tempera- 
tures well below zero occur. 

Temperatures lower than 10 
below zero requires buryi 
entire plant to provide 
protection. 

When, the tops become frost- 
ed wrap the graft and lower 
portion of the branches with 
straw and cover with burlap. A 
loose wrapping like straw and 
burlap provides reasonable in- 
sulation as well as continuous 
ventilation 

Bush roses will respond to the 
same treatment. If you are un- 
able to mound soil around your 
hybrid roses, you can protect 
them by piling hay, straw or 
leaves over the crowns. 

Accént on Spring 

Clumps of narcissus near 
your dogwood, redbud or mag- 
‘lia will accent these flower- 
ing trees and extend the sea- 
son of bloom. 

It isn’t too late in the fall to 
plant clumps of seven to ten 
bulbs near the spread of the 
branches. Promptly mulch your 
new planting with leaves or 
straw 10 insulate the soil while 
these new bulbs become estab- 
lished.
